Hospital Is Shelled. 


One of the lighter cruisers seemed 
to be doing most of the firing. First 
she let go with her stern 
guns and

Curiosity Causes Accident. 
Matheson, the son of a minister at 
Stoughton, 14 years 
of age, 
worked 
during the summer vacation 
in the 
wagon, factory. 
His place of employ- 
ment was on the third floor of the fac- 
tory, to reach which, he would natur- 
ally go. up one pair of stairs, cross a 
room to a second floor and ascend a 
second pair of stairs. Checking in af- 
ter dinner on August 18, he ascend- 
ed the first stairs but as he was cross- 
ing the room he was attracted by an 
edger, a machine for plaining the 
edges of boards. The 
boy stepped 
aside a distance of thirteen feet and 
put his hand upon the hood of the ma- 
chine to feel the 
suction. 
He and 
other boys working on the third floor 
had experimented with suction hoods 
this way before, but in these machines 
the knives were in the bed of the 
machine, In the machine at which 
Matheson examined out 
of curiosity 


on the second floor, the knives were 
in the hood, but this Matheson 'did not 
know. No one was around the latter 
machine, although . it was 
in opera- 
tion. The 
; suction drew the 
boy's 
hand against the knives with the re- 
sult that he lost his fore-arm near the 
elbow joint.

new departure. The samples, labeled 
with the results of the analyses, were 
placed on exhibition in large- glass 
cabinets which early asmmed the pro- 
portions of a museum. 


At that time there was consider- 


able sickness among the little chil- 
dren of the town, a great deal of 
stomach trouble, bowel complaint and 
the like. Might not it all be the re- 
sult of eating adulterated food ? Very 
probable. 
And so the consciousness 


of humane endeavor gave added zest 
lo the studies. 
You might have 


searched all the schools in alJ the 
domains of the United Stales and no- 
where would you have found such an 
enthusiastic chemistry class as this. 
And the interest is there y<t. It has 
continued unabated from 
the 
day 


after the midnight luncheon on down 
to the present time, intensified by the 
knowledge that the classes arc ob- 
taining information of great value, 
while Wcstfield and the entire coun- 
try arc profiting by these results of 
food chemistry. 


While other schools in other towns 


have been studying the strata of the 
earth and the stars of the heavens, 
Wcsliicld has been studying the prac- 
tical subject of foods and drugs.
